A BILL FOR

An Act relating to alcoholic beverage control and matters under
the purview of the alcoholic beverages division of the
department of commerce.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF IOWA:
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Section 1. Section 123.3, subsections 5, 6, 7, 20, 26, 27,
34, and 48, Code 2019, are amended to read as follows:

5. “Alcoholic liquor”™ means the varieties of liquor defined
in subsections 3 and 44 which contain more than fise six and
twenty-five hundredths percent of alcohol by weight volume,

beverages made as described in subsection 7 which beverages
contain more than five—perecent—ofaleohol—by weight—or six and
twenty-five hundredths percent of alcohol by volume but which
are not wine as defined in subsection 48 or high alcoholic
content beer as defined in subsection 20, and every other
liquid or solid, patented or not, containing spirits and every
beverage obtained by the process described in subsection 48
containing more than seventeen—perecent—alecohol—by weight—or
twenty-one and twenty-five hundredths percent of alcohol by
volume, and susceptible of being consumed by a human being,
for beverage purposes. Alcohol manufactured in this state
for use as fuel pursuant to an experimental distilled spirits
plant permit or its equivalent issued by the federal bureau of
alcohol, tobacco and firearms is not an “alcoholic liquor”.

6. “Application” means a written request for the issuance
of a permit, er license, or certificate that is supported by a

verified statement of facts and submitted electronically, or in
a manner prescribed by the administrator.

7. T“Beer” means any liquid capable of being used for
beverage purposes made by the fermentation of an infusion
in potable water of barley, malt, and hops, with or without
unmalted grains or decorticated and degerminated grains or made
by the fermentation of or by distillation of the fermented
products of fruit, fruit extracts, or other agricultural
products, containing more than one-half of one percent of
alcohol by volume but not more than fivepereent—ofaleohoel by
weight—er six and twenty-five hundredths percent of alcohol by
volume but—meotineluding mixed drinksor cocktails mixedon—+the
premises.

20. “High alcoholic content beer” means beer which
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contains more than five perecentof alecohol by weight—or six

and twenty-five hundredths percent of alcohol by volume, but
not more than twelwve perecent—eof alecohel by weight—or fifteen
percent of alcohol by volume, that is made by the fermentation
of an infusion in potable water of barley, malt, and hops, with
or without unmalted grains or decorticated and degerminated
grains. Not more than one and five-tenths percent of the
volume of a “high alcoholic content beer” may consist of alcohol
derived from added flavors and other nonbeverage ingredients
containing alcohol. The added flavors and other nonbeverage
ingredients may not include added caffeine or other added
stimulants including but not limited to guarana, ginseng, and
taurine.

26. “Licensed premises” or “premises” means all rooms,
enclosures, contiguous areas, or places susceptible of precise
description satisfactory to the administrator where alcoholic
beverages, wine, or beer is sold or consumed under authority
of a liquor control license, wine permit, or beer permit.

A single licensed premises may consist of multiple rooms,
enclosures, areas, or places if they are wholly within the

confines of a single building or contiguous grounds+—er—areas

27. T“Local authority” means the city council or designee

of the city council of any incorporated city in this state, or

the county board of supervisors or designee of the county board

of supervisors of any county in this state, which is empowered

by this chapter to approve or deny applications for retail
beer or wine permits and liquor control licenses; empowered to
recommend that such permits or licenses be granted and issued
by the division; and empowered to take other actions reserved
to them by this chapter.

34. TPerson” means any individual, association, or

partnership, any corporation, limited liability company, or

other similar legal entity, any club, hotel or motel, or any
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municipal corporation owning or operating a bona fide airport,
marina, park, coliseum, auditorium, or recreational facility in
or at which the sale of alcoholic liquor, wine, or beer is only
an incidental part of the ownership or operation.

48. “Wine” means any beverage containing more than £iwve
six and twenty-five hundredths percent of alcohol by weight
volume but not more than seventeenpercent—of alcohol—by weight

er twenty-one and twenty-five hundredths percent of alcohol

by volume obtained by the fermentation of the natural sugar
contents of fruits or other agricultural products but excluding
any product containing alcohol derived from malt or by the
distillation process from grain, cereal, molasses, or cactus.

alcoholic beverage, composed in whole or in part of alcoholic
liquor, that is combined with other alcoholic beverages or
nonalcoholic beverages or ingredients including but not limited
to ice, water, soft drinks, or flavorings.

NEW SUBSECTION. 28B. Native brewery” means a business

which manufactures beer or high alcoholic content beer and is
operated by a person who holds a class “A” beer permit that
authorizes the holder to manufacture and sell beer pursuant to
this chapter.

NEW SUBSECTION. 36A. Private place” means a location

which, at the time alcoholic beverages are kept, dispensed, or
consumed, meets all of the following criteria:
a. The general public does not have access to the location

and attendees are limited to bona fide social hosts and invited
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guests.

b. The location is not of a commercial nature.

c. Goods or services are neither sold nor purchased at the
location.

d. The location is not a licensed premises.

e. Admission fees or other kinds of entrance fees, fare,
ticket, donation or charges are not made or are required of the
invited guests to enter the location.

Sec. 3. Section 123.10, subsection 13, Code 2019, is amended
to read as follows:

13. Providing for the issuance of a waiver for an individual
of legal age desiring to import alcoholic liquor, wine, or
beer in excess of the amount provided in section 123.22,
123346 123,122, or 123.171, as applicable.

fee of fifty dollars payable to the division. However, this
subsection need not apply to a manufacturer, distiller, or
importer who ships or sells in this state no more than eleven
gallons or its case equivalent during any fiscal year as a
result of “special orders” which might be placed, as defined
and allowed by divisional rules adopted under this chapter.

2, Action by local authorities. The local authority shall
either approve or disapprove the issuance of a liquor control
license, a retail wine permit, or a retail beer permit, shall
endorse its approval or disapproval on the application, and
shall forward the application with the necessary fee and bond,
if required, to the division. There is no limit upon the
number of liquor control licenses, retail wine permits, or
retail beer permits which may be approved for issuance by local
authorities.

3. Licensed premises for local events. A local authority
may define, by motion of the local authority, licensed premises
which shall be used by holders of liquor control licenses, beer
permits, and wine permits at festivals, fairs, or celebrations
which are sponsored or authorized by the local authority. The

In order to assure a free flow of information for
accomplishing the purposes of section 123.4 and section
123.9, subsection 6, all complaint information, investigation
files, audit files, and inspection files, other investigation
reports, and other investigative information in the possession
of the division or employees acting under the authority of
the administrator are privileged and confidential, and are
not subject to discovery, subpoena, or other means of legal
compulsion for their release before administrative or criminal
charges are filed.

The bill amends the definitions for “alcoholic liquor”,
“beer”, “high alcoholic content beer”, and “wine”, by removing
references to a percent of alcohol by weight and, if not
already included in the definition, providing for the percent
of alcohol by volume for each definition. In addition, the
bill strikes the exclusion of mixed drinks or cocktails mixed
on the premises from the definition of “beer”. The definition
of “application” is amended by adding certificate. The
definition of “licensed premises” is amended by striking areas
susceptible of precise definition from what may constitute a
single licensed premises. The definition of “local authority”
is amended to include a designee of a city council or county

board of supervisors. The definition of “person” is also
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amended to add limited liability companies and to add, in
relation to corporations and limited liability companies, other
similar legal entities. The bill also adds definitions for
“completed application”, "mixed drink or cocktail”, Tnative
brewery”, and “private place”. “Completed application” is
defined as an application for a license, permit, or certificate
where all necessary fees or bonds have been paid or submitted
and the applicant has provided all information to the alcoholic
beverages division. The bill makes corresponding changes

in Code chapter 123 referencing the requirement to file

a completed application for a particular license, permit,

or certificate. “Mixed drink or cocktail” is defined as

an alcoholic beverage, consisting in whole or in part of
alcoholic liquors, that is combined with other alcoholic or
nonalcoholic beverages. “Native brewery” is defined as a
business that manufactures beer or high alcoholic content beer
by a person holding a class “A” beer permit that authorizes

the manufacture. “Private place” is defined as a location
which, at the time alcoholic beverages are kept, dispensed, or
consumed, does not provide access to the general public, limits
access to bona fide social hosts and invited guests, is not of
a commercial nature, does not provide for the sale and purchase
of goods and services, is not a licensed premises, and does not
charge admission.

Code section 123.10, concerning rules, is amended to
authorize the alcoholic beverages division to prescribe a
uniform fee to be assessed against certain licensees and
permittees to recover administrative costs incurred relating
to the failure of a licensee or permittee to maintain
dramshop liability insurance coverage and for contested case
proceedings.

Code section 123.14, concerning alcoholic beverage control
law enforcement, is rewritten to provide that the alcoholic
beverage control law enforcement authority of the state

shall include the department of public safety, the alcoholic
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beverages division, county attorneys and sheriffs and deputy
sheriffs, and city police departments. The rewritten section
also provides that investigators and compliance officers of

the alcoholic beverages division shall have the power and
authority of peace officers as it relates to alcoholic beverage
control. The rewritten section also strikes a provision
relating to access to certain records within the alcoholic
beverages division by the department of public safety. The
bill establishes new Code section 123.38A to provide access to
law enforcement for certain confidential investigative records.

Code section 123.23, concerning distiller’s certificate of
compliance, is amended to specifically provide that the general
penalty provisions of the Code chapter apply to any violation
of the Code chapter or rules adopted pursuant to the Code
chapter by a holder of a distiller’s certificate of compliance.

Code section 123.24, relating to liquor prices, is amended
to contain all current provisions of the Code section relating
to establishing liquor prices sold by the alcoholic beverages
division in a new Code subsection.

Code section 123.27, concerning sales and deliveries of
alcoholic liquor from the state warehouse, is amended to
eliminate the restriction on sales and deliveries on Sunday.

Code section 123.30, concerning liquor control licenses, is
amended. The bill provides that a liquor control license not
be issued for a premises that does not constitute a safe and
proper place or building. The bill also strikes a provision
that allowed a person holding a liquor control license to
permit a customer to carry an open container of alcoholic
liquor from the licensed premises to an adjacent licensed
premises, temporary closed public right-of-way, or private
property.

Code section 123.31, concerning liquor control license
applications, is amended to provide that officers, directors,
and persons owning at least 10 percent of stock in a limited

Code section 123.127, concerning class "A” and special
class “A” beer permit applications, is amended to provide that
officers, directors, and persons owning at least 10 percent of
stock in a limited liability company or other similar legal
entity shall be included on the application for the permit.

Code section 123.130, concerning authority under a class "A
and special class “A” beer permit, is amended to provide that a
holder of a class "A” beer permit may sell beer to distributors
outside Iowa, pursuant to the laws of that jurisdiction, to
provide that a native brewery may be granted not more than one
class “B” beer permit for selling beer at the manufacturing
facility, and to require a person who manufactures beer to file
with the alcoholic beverages division the records it files
monthly with the alcohol and tobacco tax and trade bureau of
the United States department of the treasury.

Code section 123.131, concerning authority under a class “B”
beer permit, is amended. The bill provides that sales of beer
for consumption off the premises in a container that is not the
original container may be carried into an immediately adjacent
premises only if the premises is covered by a license or permit
that allows the consumption of beer.

Code section 123.135, concerning a brewer’s certificate of
compliance, is amended to provide that the general penalty
provisions of Code chapter 123 apply to any violation of the
Code chapter or rules adopted pursuant to the Code chapter by a
holder of a brewer’s certificate of compliance.

Code section 123.136, concerning the barrel tax on beer, is
amended to provide that the exceptions for tax applicable to
class "A” beer permittees also applies to special class "A”
beer permittees.

Code section 123.173A, concerning a charity beer, spirits,

and wine auction permit, is amended to provide that the general
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penalty provisions of Code chapter 123 apply to any violation
of the Code chapter or rules adopted pursuant to the Code
chapter by a holder of an auction permit.

Code section 123.175, concerning class "A” or retail wine
permit applications, is amended to provide that officers,
directors, and persons owning at least 10 percent of stock in a
limited liability company or other similar legal entity shall
be included on the application for the permit.

Code section 123.177, concerning authority under a class “A”
wine permit, is amended to provide that a holder of a class
“A” wine permit may sell wine to distributors outside Iowa,
pursuant to the laws of that jurisdiction.

Code section 123.179, concerning wine permit fees, is
amended to include the fee for a class "A” wine permit issued
to a native wine manufacturer currently provided in Code
section 123.56.

Code section 123.180, concerning a vintner’s certificate
of compliance, is amended to provide that the general penalty
provisions of Code chapter 123 apply to any violation of the
Code chapter or rules adopted pursuant to the Code chapter by a
holder of a vintner s certificate or a class "A” permit.

Code section 123,183, concerning the wine gallonage tax, is
amended to provide that the tax shall not be levied on wine
sold by a class "A” wine permittee to a distributor outside of
the state.

Code section 123.186, concerning federal regulations adopted
as rules, is amended to provide that the alcoholic beverages
division adopt as rules the substance of the entirety of
federal regulations 27 C.F.R. pt. 6, 27 C.F.R. pt. 8, 27 C.F.R.
pt. 10, and 27 C.F.R. pt. 11, and not just those regulations as
they relate to transactions between wholesalers and retailers.

Code section 123.187, concerning the direct shipment of
wine, is amended by striking provisions relating to a wine
carrier permit. The bill relocates the stricken provisions to
new Code section 123.188.
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35 Code sections 123.144, relating to bottling beer, and
1 123.146, relating to importation of beer for personal use, are
2 repealed.
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
